Th e fact th at Mrs. Dannettell saw th e 
colored man crossing th e field after 
sh e regained consciousness is evidence 
th at th e dogs took th e righ t track. 
Furth ermore th ey followed th e track 
to th e door of ubout a h alf dozen farm 
h ouses wh ere a colored man of th e 
same descrip tion stop p ed later during 
th e same afternoon. 
Th e descrip tion 
given by Mrs. Dannettell of h er as­ 
sailant tallies exactly with th e negro 
wh o is now in jail at Indianap olis 
ch arged with th e crime. 
Sh e de­ 
scribed h is trousers, sh e described h is 
coat and vest, h is h at, h is p eculiar 
smile. 
Sh e gave h is h eigh t as exactly 
as it would be p ossible 
to do and 
wh en confronted with th e man declared 
th at even h is voice was so natural 
th at sh e could not be mistaken. 
Sh e 
declared th at sh e wanted to be p osi­ 
tive and make no mistake in ch arging 
an innocent man. 
Wh en th e negro 
was taken away after th e tests sh e 
felt better because sh e was so abso­ 
lutely p ositive 
th at sh e could not 
! p ossibly be making a mistake. 
Th e 
measurement of th e track 
wh ich 
followed away from th e p lace of th e 
assault by th e 
Indianap olis blood­ 
h ounds exactly corresp ond with th e 
measurements 
of th e sh oe of Will 
Moore. 
Wh en an innocent colored 
man wras cap tured wh o suited th e de­ 
scrip tion in many resp ects h e h ad 
little difficulty in satisfying h is cap tors 
of h is identity. 
Not so with Moore. 
Th ere h as not been a minute since h is 
cap ture th at everybody in th e county 
was not well satisfied of h is identity. 
Besides h e h as never been able to give 
any satisfactory p roof of h is wh ere­ 
abouts during th e week or so th at h e 
was aLisent from h is accustomed h aunts 
in Louisville just p revious to h is ar­ 
rest for th is crime. Th e officers claim 
to h ave still furth er evidence wh ich is 
not being made p ublic and wh ich will 
be very damaging for th e negro in 
case it becomes necessary to introduce 
it. 
However, if th e p risoner sh ould 
p ersist in h is innocence one-th ird of 
th e evidence against h im w'ould be 
sufficient to establish h is guilt in th e 
mind of most any jury. 
So with all 
th is in view it is felt th at it is imp os­ 
sible for th e man wh o is ch arged with 
th e crime to p ut up a defense th at will 
h ave any bearing wh atever on a jury. 
It seems now th at even if th e defend­ 
ant sh ould not decide to p lead guilty 
th e trial will not occup y th e attention 
of th e court more th an a few h ours 
and of th e jury more th an so many 
minutes.

Union City, Tenn., Dec. 19—The 
■tate has made material progress in 
the night rider trial. 
It has intro­ 
duced testimony covering the details 
of the murder of Captain Ranken and 
also has succeeded in presenting testi­ 
mony supporting an identification of 
two of the prisoners as members of 
the masked band. 
The courtroom has 
t»e«n constantly packed to suffocation, 
aven the aisles being crowded, while 
an eager throng, unable to obtain ad­ 
mission, crowds the stairway leading 
to the courtroom and fills the corri- ] 
dors. 
The crowd is made up almost 
entirely of townspeople, few If any of 
the Reelfoot Inhabitants appearing on 
the scene, to the delight and relief of 
the court officials. 
The prisoners, 
unkempt, scowling 
and silent, pay little attention to pro­ 
ceedings. 
Only once have they be­ 
trayed any emotion. One witness who 
had been sworn into the band against 
his will testified that the only part of 
the oath he remembered was that part 
providing that they would kill him if 
he revealed anything. 
At this a sar­ 
donic grin spread over the features of 
more than one of the eight prisoners. 
Ed 
Powell, husband of the only 
woman witness, yet to be called, was 
an important factor in the state’s be­ 
half. 
Powell was dragged from his 
bed the night of the Ranken murder 
and forced to accompany the band to 
the Walnut Log hotel, from which 
Ranken and Taylor were taken. 
Pow­ 
ell recognized Prank Fehringer as the 
man who opened Ranken’s valise, took 
out and read a letter, 
lie identified 
Garret Johnson 
as tin* leader and 
Boyd Ramson as the man in the white 
mask, the only one so disguised. F ehr­ 
inger has confessed and will be used 
by the state ;is a witness. 
When the riders took Ranken and 
Taylor from the hotel into the woods, 
they took Powell along too. 
He heard 
them questioning the two men as to 
their title to the land in the Reelfoot 
district. 
Near the spot where Ranken 
was murdered, they halted Powell un­ 
til the murde r was done. 
Then they 
asked him if he recognized any <>f 
them, and when he said no they told 
him to tell Ward, the hotel proprietor, 
to come down for the bodies of his 
guests. 
Powell was arrested by the soldiers 
and testified before the coroner that 
he failed to recognize the* riders, but 
did so because he feared for his life*. 
He was present when the body of Ran­ 
ken, wrapped in a sheet, was carried 
from the spot upon which he was as­ 
sassinated to the Walnut Log hotel, 
and on< of the* men who helped carry 
the bloody corpse was Tom Wilson, 
who Powell swore was one of the 
night riders who helped to murder 
Ranken ih<- night b* fore. 
Wilson has 
since died iu the Nashville hospital 
while* under indictment for murder. 
He was one < f the men named by 
Fehrii gt r ¡n his conf< ssiou.

tory by the Japanese.” 
Kuropatkin closes his article by de­ 
claring that Russia herself must im­ 
prove before her army can be any bet­ 
ter.

“In some respects the railroad» in 
this country are behind ours,” said th# 
Rev. Patrick Quinn of Dublin, Ireland, 
in the Baltimore American. “One thing 
I have noticed that seems strange to 
me is the way the trains dash through 
towns. 
I never saw anything like it 
before, and i wonder i>eopIe are 
killed every day. 
In 
Britain 
there are iron fence* 011 each side of 
the tracks throe#.« the cities and town» 
and guards are constantly on the watch 
to prevent people climbing over them 
or crawling underneath. 
“In some places the authorities com­ 
pel the railroad companies to put tun­ 
nels under crossings, and thus elimi­ 
nate all danger. 
The trains here are 
so dirty, too. 
Why, I wash my hands 
thirty or forty times a day when I am 
traveling. 
The noise from the ringing 
of Dolls and the blowing of the whistles 
is almost enough to set one 
crazy. 
There is .T perfect bedlam;when a train 
starts from a station; a big Dell clangs, 
the engine starts puffing and snorting, 
and all this, in addition to which shrill 
whistling is kept lip for half an hour, 
while the train tears its way through 
the city. 
The appointments and the 
meals served I must say are pretty 
good. 
Our trains make better time 
than yours. You have nothing to equal 
the express from London to Glasgow 
or the one between London and Liver­ 
pool. 
"This rush and dash in which you 
live all the time is enough to turn a 
man's head. Chicago is worse than any 
other city that I have visited in this 
respect, and the people there are almost 
criminals on the subj<*et of speed. They 
tear around as if their time was worth 
hundreds of dollars a minute. 
It re­ 
quires courage to try to cross one of 
the downtown streets. 
Automobiles, 
cars and wagons of all sorts tear up 
and dow’ii with an absolute disregard of 
human 
life. 
Several persons were 
knocked down and killed during the 
few days I spent in the city, and 
I 
breathed a sigh of relief when I got 
away.”

When the early settlers of the “great 
divide” had crossed the plains of Iowa 
nd Nebraska, and begun to ascend the 
foothills of the Rocky Mountains, they 
found, wliat most invaders of a new 
country find, a new disease with which 
to contend. The 
Mormons are believed 
to have suffered from its attacks, and 
the emigrants who followed the Mor­ 
mons almost certainly did, although It 
Is only within the last ten or fifteen 
years that the nature of the disease has 
been recognized. 
Although its cause, or a t least its 
manner of spread, and Its symptoms are 
known, it still lacks a suitable mime, 
it has been designated “tick fever” and 
“spotted fever,” but there already is a 
“tick fever” of cattle, and both typhus 
fever and cerebrospinal meningitis have 
been called ”si>otted fever,” so by way 
of distinction, it is spoken of as Rocky 
Mountain spotted fevei. 
It is encountered in all the mountain 
States, but is most prevalent in M on-_ 
tana. Spring is the time when the dis­ 
ease prevails. 
It Is absent at other 
seasons. 
It is a disease of the country, 
and town dwellers -those who stay in 
the town—are apparently exempt, the 
greatest sufferers being surveyors, pros­ 
pectors, ranchmen, lumbermen and oth­ 
ers whose work takes them into the* 
brush. 
It was these facts that gave 
the clue to the way the disease Is be­ 
lieved to be spread, namely, by the btto 
of a tick, Just as the germs of malaria 
and yellow fever are conveyed by the 
mosquito. 
This creature begins to be unpleas­ 
antly active early in the spring, as soon 
as the snow melts, but ceases to bite 
and almost disappears by the end of 
June or the middle of July. 
The first 
eases of the fever appear with the melt­ 
ing of the snow. 
After the middle of 
July no cases occur, the period of prev­ 
alence of the disease thus coinciding 
exactly with the tick season. 
The disease begins with the usual 
symptoms 
of 
fever -chilly 
feelings, 
headache, nausea, loss of appetite and 
soreness of the muscles and Joints. The 
fever rises rapidly, and remains rat lie r 
high, 
although Irregular, throughout 
the disease. 
The eruption, which gives it Its name, 
appears on the third or fourth day, 
first about the forehead, w rist and an­ 
kles, and then spreading over the body. 
It 1» in the form of scattered points, 
up to the size of the head of a pin, and 
persists throughout the course of the 
disease, fading as the fever subs I lies; 
then scaling occurs, as in measles. 
The fever lasts from two to six or 
seven weeks. 
It is a serious disease, 
death occurring in more than half of 
the eases. 
No cure has yet been found, so all the 
physician» can do is to watch the pa 
tleat carefully, and 
treat

He saw someone come to the crib, 
tackled the Intruder and the shooting 
resulted during the scuffle. 
The trou­ 
ble occurred after dark, and he did not 
recog nize Grounds until after he was 
shot and ex claimed. “1 g ive up.” 
Grounds’s story is that he had been 
hauling log s and when he came home 
found his neig hbors cattle had eaten 
his corn. 
He went to the Ratts home 
to borrow some corn, but the house 
was dark and he went to the crib to 
help himself, thinking he would return 
the corn in the morning . 
While there
